HiiHigii Nellie Smith, the bve lom- 
niaiider of the Bowmnnvillc braves, 
cnlli-d nl Ilie Kditoriiil Liiir and gave us 
some of her sLcreta of success. 

"I linve never lost nn II. F. target," 
she began, "but have always reached 
them, ntid somelinies gone over (he 
snmc. 

"1 fitnrt, as a rule, one mouth before 
(he H. F. Siimlay and visit, personally, 
(he dry goods merehauts mid get ninterial 
for picin and fniicy sewing. I visit best 
places, explain the effort, and generally 
get what I want. 

"No, I don't favor an nnetion sale, I 
nlwnys have stalls. I End it a greni nd- 
vnutage. I bnvc separate stalls for 
Seniors nnd .Tuniors, and separate tar- 
gets. Then 1 hiivir a hmch counter, 
with ice cream, pies, drinks, nuts, enn- 
dies, etc., nil of which I beg frointlir 
various ;;torc:i. A good plaii wiiie'n I 
tried last year with adcccas, wna to 
mnke 100 little bouquets of flowers for 
the Juniors to sell nmnng the crowd for 
1 nnd 2 cts, I raised ?2 In tbnt way 
last yenr. If 1 ever auction nuytbing 
oil iL is vegcLuules uiiu li'uiis only, and 
then I put a reserve price on everything, 
I keep list of nil articles nnd enter my 
vnluation nnd price received. This helps 
me very much lo know bow iliings are 
going. I sold last H. P. 200 tickets nt 
10 eta. each ; these arc divided into two 
parts ol B cts. each, good to imrehnsc 
goods to that nmoiint. The ticket sys- 
tem is excellent ; it enrols the help ot 
tbe soldiers niid secures ensli, also nvoiils 
giving wrong change. 

"Why T believe in H. F.7 Wefl. it 
helps my corps, it helps me. another 
renson is that I have innde many n 
friend by explaining tbe object for 
which I nm begging. I can reeollert a 
number of stniineh friends enlisteil on 
our side in (bis manner. In that city I 
collected $10 worth of goods In less than 
nn hour. 

"This year's prospectH nt nowmiinville 
rre good. We linve a vry aTtlstle qiillt 
nearly renily. We pickeii n lot of rasp- 
perries nnd mode vlnegnr for onr drink- 



stall. Our Bnad of Love nnd .Juniors 
are workice fancy chair cuehious aud so 
uii. I enlist both saved and unsaved in 
the endeavor, and I Bud n means to the 
sinuer'a benrl in that fashion. A paint- 
er, ail unconverted man, is painting now 
for me some panels and tops ot phi- 
cushions. ■ I believe in work well laid 
oat, -My target is $40, nnd will he 
sninshcd. 

. "Yes, we nre getting on henniitollv. 
Our iluniurs are in lovely trim. Cuoil- 
hyc : 1 nm in a hurry !"

Some time ago, while rccalliug the 
various eiperieuces I have had since 
heeomiag an oUlcer, one little incident 
seemed to have especially fastened itself 
uXHiu my wind. 

The little happening which I am about 
to relate did not seem at tbe moment to 
he ot very much value, but we will 
Icaru that it was instrumeutal iu lead- 
ing one soul to Jesus, and what value 
cau I put upon such '/ 

Faster than tbe fastest motions could 
have taken me, I nm transferred to a 
suinll Western luiuing camp, where I had 
the privilege of opening lire. 

Again I stand in that iinrrow street Iu 
tbe midst of our little open-air gatberiug. 
It is Sunday, and the usual noise ot the 
ore wagon passing through the streets 
hiis stopped. 'l"he running In and out of 
the Jliners' Supply Store, n.'^ well as 
other places of business, has been haUicd 
iii(o silence. Only nccusionol shouts and 
screams may tie heard from the differ- 
ent snlonna and places ot anuisement, 
which are Kiippoi.ed to be ehised— the 
front entrance is shut, hut that is not 
Ihe only wny iu. 

Those miners who are off shift, slorc 
clerks, etc. young and old, can be found 
there. Tbe gnmhiing hall Is packed, but 
apart from tbe seeking after vnin pleas- 
ures, there Is another reason why the 
hull is so crowded. It is a cold, dark nnd 
disngrcenblo Deeembi'r night. 

Our crowd, consisting of only n few, 
who hnve found shelter from tlie roujjli 
winds under the vernudnli o( an oppositi- 
grocery store, listen ntteutively, while 
we, (II (be best of our ability, deal with 
them abou( (heir eternnl warfare. The 
collection was asked for. It amounted ii> 
about 3^ c(s„ which is considered a very 
small sum in this partieulnr eoninimiiiy. 
We, however, thanked our audience 
hcarlily, liclh^ving tlint Ood. by some 
specinl means would provide for our 
needs. So He did. 

Several weeks passed nwny. Neither 
the Lientenaiit nor myself ever agahi 
mentioned the incident. Then farewell 
ordcr.H came. Our last meeting was ar- 
ranged, nnd to our joy, a large number 
of people nttended the same. Amonj; 
those who eaiiic to hid us farewell wa. 
nn elderly, well-dressed gentleman, who 
luniTe reciuest for a few words. II is 
appearance would li>nd yon to ima^Hiie 
tbnt "he Iisd seen better days." He ad- 
dressed the audience somewhut in this 
manner ; 

"1t is my duty to be here, and 1 must 
make a confession. Pome weeks ngo 
on a cold Sunday night the beating of 
(be drum nttrncted me to the Salvation 
Army open-air niceiing. i- eeiing veij 
nnieb down-lienrted I bad left my cabin 
in order to lind relief for my miserable 
state. I had listened to tbe Salvation 
Army Iiefore in larger cities, but never 
was I BO glad of the opportunity as on 
ihst night. One out "f »hc ring asked 
for n collection, nnd ir I remember right- 
Iv they received 35 cts., for which the 
Captain thnnked them in sm-h n way 
(bat my hciiri wiin very riuch tourtc'd- 
It wonid bnve ted nnyone to think inal 
be hnd found his fortune. The (lioiighl 
enme (o me, thnt when n person can be 
so gratefnl for so few centfl, how thank- 
fill I should have been for all the good 
things Ood hns seen fit ro give to mc.. I 
looked nt my condition In a diffen-iil 
lighl, nnd with n new determlnntinn anil 
fresh eonrnge I returned to my enhin, 
Xo one feels more gr.iteful to-night for 
the Palvntion Army coming to Ihis Utile 
p!aei> ihnn I do."

In the meantime the 
bank opened in (he village ; she beenme 
n member, borrowed the necessary n- 
inount from (he batik, redeenied her 
lands, nnd tnortgnced the sriinc to the 
bank, which ndvnneed her the money 
she needed if the rale of eight per 
een(."

AmoQe many recent converts at Cnt!i- 
erine Booth corps we have to prnisc God 
*or the salvation of n number of bciid- 
meii. A headman is nn individual of 
EOme importnnce among the Znlns. He 
may have one or more liraals under him, 
behaviour of his people living at tbem, 
and iB loolicd up to by bis people for all 
things. One Sunday (it I remember 
rightly it was when CommisBioncr and 
Col. McAlonan wore at the corps) uo 
less than four of these headmen came to 
the penitent form. 

Cut off His Ring. 
One of them, Sitaiin. is n moat striliiug 
case. He has attended the rooctinE3 oc- 
casionally for yonra. Hie wife proEeEEed 
salvation years ago, but, tUrouRb his op- 
position she did not bold on. However, 
the seed sown in bis darl; heart toiili 
root, and when he c.imc to the pcnileut 
form he entirely gave up tl'e u^e at 
utvwaln (driuk), uEw.ii (tobacco), and 
insansu (n wood smoljcd liy the Ziilna, 
partnlting of the iiiitnre ot 0|iium). He 
has since been very refinliir in bis nt- 
tendance upon the meetings, and shows 
in cvei-y wav the chaniie aCfected by 
conversion. The third Snnd.iy after his 
salvntiou be cumc to tlic meeting with 
bis ring cut off, 1 must csplnin that 
many o£ thcac hendmou wear blailt 
■ rings, made from a gntta-percha-likc 
material, round their heads. They are a 
distinct honor, and much prized l>y the 
Zulus, quite us much as a medal by the 
British soldier. Well, flic ring was ciit 
off. Never will I forget his teetimouy. 
He said, "When I came to the '.seat of 
repentance (penitent form), I left oft 
drinit, tobacco, and 'itisnt'ii,' n»d now, 
my friends, yon .see I have cut el '"J' 
rins : the last thing is g"iie ; my bacli 
is turned to boll, nud my f^ice is loaUin(; 
to heaven, ond I'll iiress "u Ihcrc. My 
wife is saved, my eliildren :ire saved too, 
and we are now n liappy f:iniily." Tins 
was delivered with all tli.it naliirnl Il.iw 
oC eloquence far which tli.' nalivi-s are 
>io noted. The shouts of i'ly anidiit: tlie 
sioldiers were ^'raud to bear. This bead- 
man's wife baa eiit olT hir lieaddieii^s, 
and testifies with fire niiil "i-'o," while 
the clilldrni are proiHT SiUv^itioiusts. 

Anollier headman, Sicini, is a brother 
of our Serm.-Maior Vmh'.-iiii. It was 
verv hnnl for hiiii lo .vield. but lie used 
to say, "If ever I liccotne a Cliri^tian. 1 
want to be one like my bmllier ; ho is 
altogetlior rit'bt. and bis bcart is white." 
Prni.'.e Goil for such n testimony from 
an iML.savpd man ; ho is iw.w savcMl. and 
really tryiuir to lie a Christiiiu "liUe liis 
brother." 

Ho Mora Baer. 

Tlien there is llahlnpulilaim. an old 
old soldier of Kin^' Jlpaude, who was 
the father of the faiiimis Kllitr Ci'ty- 
wuyo, ivho rought with the Eiii;!isli 
troops in 187!). He is a v.Ty old man 
now, but is still a atraidbt elinp, lueiis- 
usinK f! feet Si inches. He used lo IliiiiU 
he was saved" boeause he came to (lie 
iir(ellni,'s, but t'i'ndnally the liiiht rfiu- 
iratod bis |inor old dark sniil. and he 
came to flic poniteiit form. It is veij- 
hard for (he old men lo t-'ivc up tlieir 
beer■llriIl!!in^'. after u.iim; it nil Ibeir 
lives, (he more so because it is so inter- 
twined into their .sooinl and family life. 
For instnnee, if a man wauls to liiiild n 
hilt, be makes a lieer-fea.st and invites 
iii^H neiRhhor.s to help bim, the beer lieini; 
the attraction. Anil so with any extra 
piece of work (liiit wants doiiii;. 1 hard- 
ly expected that the old char would leave 
off the entire use of beer, but I hear tliat 
he will hnvo nothing to do wKli it. Hnl- 
leliiinh ! 

Tliree or four years a^'0, a Zulu lassie 
of in years of aKc, cave her heart ti 
God, She lived a consistent life at 
home, wlileh Ki'adually hecan to tell ; 
one after another at home began to 
yield, till only the old father was left. 




I'raific the Lord, our hearts rejoiced to 
sec him eome out a lew Sundays ago. 
He is doine well. 

The work at some ot the older stations 
is forging ahead. There was the season 
of breaking up fallow ground, fightinB 
superstition and hcnthcadom, sowing the 
seed, with comparative little result, bat 
now mouth by month wo are advaneinR, 
and that not only in soul-snviup and sol- 
dicr-mnking, but in organization. At 
several ot the settlements outposts are 
boing regularly worked, the meefinKs 
being carried on by the Sergeants and 
soldiers. These Sergeants gather the 
people together at different krnnia, hnvc 
n good salvation nioeting, at which Bonis 
often profess to find salvation, ami then 
tlioy brine along their oongrogntions to 
the central meetings at the barracks, 
where the penitents sometimes conic to 
the penitent form, to show to all who 
know them that they accept Christ. 
These outpost meetings have been a 
great blessing. Sooic of the ebiet of 
them we have formed into Kocieties. 

A HeBdmnn's Dream. 

.^onie yi'iir.-f ago a heiidiii.-iii, in the 
Lewis Settlement district, had a dream. 
In this dream he .saw what a careless, 
and iadifTeront sinner he had been. His 
son! Kecmcd to leave liis boiiy and go 
lo tlic talc of Heaven. Ho wanted to 
enter, but he was told he was not fit. 
He was told to go to the Salvation 
Army olUecr, to attend the mcetincs, 
where he would learn the way of life. 
When he woke, he sent for Captain 
King, and related bis dream to him. 
The Caiitain dealt with hiin. with the 
result (hat he gave his heart to tJnd. 
That erstwhile drinking headman is to- 
day the Sergcaut-Mnjor of the Lewi.s 
Settlement.

He also SBid !i» wna n Cl">-ioHfi!>i 
and he used to Bay grace before the 
bcer-fcnat. He nscd to ask the Lord to 
bless the beer to them. However, it was 
all to no purpose. The most of the 
Zulus knew and admitted that .God was 
not pica Bed with the beer drinking. 
Poor old Afnbanjana ! It was only a 
case of "kicking against the pricks." We 
dcnlt very straight with him, and at 
last had the joy of seeing hira eome 
right out to lay aside everything. What 
a change ! The old man is a horn orat- 
or. He holds forth in very forcible 
language and also lives ■ the life, and, 
consequently, is now a power for good. 
He is the father ot iMbambo, who has 
just gone to England with (he Exhibi- 
tion party. He cnme down to Diirlian 
to see the party olf. And as this is bis 
first visit to town be is full of wonder

The Great FestlYals. 

A Brief History According to 
Scripture, 

By STAFF-CAI'T. AUCIIIBALD. 

ITiirvest Festivals are no new cri.'ntion 
with us, in fact this institution is as old 
ns the history jjiveii of God's chosen 
people, the Jews. Where wc only cele- 
brate one, I lind that these peojile of God 
had five great festivals, instituted l>y tlie 
Almighty Himself, viz.: 

1. The Feast of the Tassover (Easter 
time). 

2. The Fenst of Pentecost CWliitsiiu- 
day). 

3. Tbc Feast of Tabernacles (antiininl. 

4. The Feast nf Triinipr.(s (autumn), 

5. The Dny of Atonement (nnlumnl. 
Besides these five yearly festivals two 

others were instilnted affcrwards, thougli 
not liy Divine apiiointiiient, viz., the 
Feast of Tiirim and the Feast of Dedi- 
cation. Tile Feast of Piirim (Lots) was 
instituted to LOniniemorale the deliver- 
ance of the ,TeW3 from the plot of Ha- 
inan. The Feast of Dedication wns in- 
stituted to eommemorate the re-dedica- 
tion of the Temple. H. C, 1(10, to the 
,servi<-e of God, after it had been pro- 
faiiied liy .\iitioehns Epiphanes. 'I'liis 
fenst is still held on Dee, 2r>lli, our 
riirislnias Dny. 

The Fcnst of the Passover was In- 
stituted tho iiiglit before Tsrnel departed 
out of Egypt. Wc now eelebrnte llic 
same time of the year the passion nnd 
resurrection nt Christ, \\Tio was cruci- 
fied at this Festival. 

Tho Anclont Harvost Fcct'.val. 

The h'eaBt of Pentecost was held Gfty 
days after the Passover. It coiitliiucd 
one dny, and wns instituted to thank 
God for the fruits of the wheat-harvest. 
It wns originally called tho Feast of 
Weeks, beeauBC it was held seven weeks 
after the Passover. From Penleeost 
this is called Whitsunday, because the 
Holy Ghost desrended on ine Apnsdes 
in the shape of "cloven tongues of fire." 
Tho Feast of Pentecost wns me lieglii- 
ning of the Hnrvest Iloiiie Festivals. 
"From such time ns llioii bev'Iniiest to 
put the sickle to the coin." "And llion 
slinlt reioicc before the Loril Iby God. 
thon nnd thy son, and lliy diiughler, and 
thy man servant, and thy maid servniil, 
nnd the Levlte that is wilhln thy gates, 
and the sti'nnger. and Hie fiitlicrless. 
Bin! the widow." "And thou shall keep 
(by Fcnst of Week.s" onto the Lord thy 
God with a tribute of a ficevvili orferiiig 
of tliine hand, which thou shiilt give unto 
the Lord thy God, according ns the Lord 
thy God hnth blessed thee." 

The lYast of Tabernaeles finished up 
the Ilurvest Festivals. It was held In 
Sopteinhei', lusting eight days, which 



time the people dwelt in hootliB or tahpr- 
nadcB iu comnacmoratlou of their so- 
journ in the wilderness. AC this feast 
branches of trees, frnits nnd flowers 
were cnrried iu procession. It Vfas cus- 
tomary to carry in the right hand brun- 
ehPB of palm willow and myrtle tied to- 
gether, nud in the left hand a bunch of 
eltron with its' frnits. These branches 
were called "Hosauiia," and the last, or 
great day "lloBaiinn in tbc Highest." 
This will explain why tfar people shouted 
these words when the Lord entered into 
.Teriisalem 011 the mmiversary of this 
very festival. 

The Targets. 

The annual uumbcr of niiinials offered 
lip by tho .Tews in sacrifice was 11,001 
lambs, 132 bnllocks, 72 rums, 21 kids, 2 
goats, besides f.ll the saeriiiccs offered up 
hy private individuals nnd the offering 
of bread, vegetables, oil, wine, etc. Wove 
offering."! w-ere placed by the hnuds of 
the Priest into the hands of the offerer 
and be wnved them to nnd fro to indicate 
tliat God wns possessor of both heaven 
nnd earth. 

"They went not empty-handed," each 
man took with him the first bom of all 
the cnttle nnd n "tithe of nil his com" 
(wheat), wine, and oil. God's promise 
that no thieves or spoilers should molest 
thcin on their way, nor injure their 
property during their absence was a 
standiag miracle (ill the death of onr 
Saviour. 

Now. comrades, we are plainly taught 
that tlie harvest fe.stivnl is of divine 
origin, nnd if we are to receive the hlc-ss- 
ing ive must, alike to all other promises 
given to us, comply w-ith the conditions. 
It niiift be of the best that we offer unto 
the Lord, also it is to be a free-will 
oITeriug for lhi> ninny mercies nnd the 
goodness of Ood durinc the past year. 
Rarely T\e can siiy. "He eoverelh our 
path witli loving kindness." We have 
so many coming to God eonfinnnlly for 
blessings empty-lianded. Bring to God 
ns Ood hnth blessed yon, nnd rich bless- 
ings will flow into your son! from Hlin 
Who civeth .-ill so richly in His mercy 
nnd love. The poor were remembered 
in tliese fensts. "For the poor shnll never 
cease out of the land, tfierefore I eom- 
Tuand thee snyinc. Thou shall open thy 
hand wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, 
and to I be needy of the land." Thus we 
shall ever seek in our .\rmy elTorlH to 
toil niiioiic'st the finnr nnd needy, and 
mther a rieli harvest of precious souls to 
Inv nt ITis feet in the grent renpiiijr time 
which sh.ill open up to UB ire eternity.

The Afrlocn Enclosure. 

Tliis ia backed up with a stretch of 
characteristic and interesting scenery;

M'bamho, who, on this, line second vinit 
to onr country, has brought his wife to 
see ns, together with two other native 
gentlemen friends. 

This enclosure repre.-icnts a t.Tpicfil 
Zulu villago ; there are the round bcc- 
hivc-.shaped kraals, the mud hvt:,. the 
eonipuund in the eeulre, uud the fiirions 
larder raised high iu the air, where the 
natives keep their mealies ; aril to 
make it all more real, there is n monliey 
with .several squirrels to keep it com- 
pany. 

Here Jl'hnnibo nnd his company, nndcr 
the charge of Ensign Bradley, give dis- 
plays of native life. Yon see thcni going 
to bed, where the woman, in (rue native 
rnsliiou, fetches the pillows and rags, 
and the men expect to be waited npon.

CHAPTER VI. 

TyRANNY AQAINST FREEDOM. 

Shortly acter Solon's departure, a re- 
lative of his, Pisistratns, by strategy ob- 
tnined uunHcnt to liuve n hody-gnnrd ot 
no iiiou, whieli he afterwnrda used to 
asaunio the power of n ruler over Atheua. 
On the whole he ruled not bndly. He 
formulnted kiud laws, among them pro- 
vided State peiisionB for wounded sol- 
diers, founded the Erst Greek library, 
collected the poems of Homer, etc. He 
ruled 33 yearn nnd made Atiieua con- 
tent, but this was nt the cost of their 



liis eupital. The subdued Greeks of 
Asia Minor hated the Persinn rule and 
lotiBcd to be free. Several of the former 
tyrants of Greece, who had to flee, were 
nuxiuiii; tu embroil the countrymen in 
war with Persia, in the hope that Daring 
wonld subdue Greece and instal tbem an 
tributary rulers in their former grovcrn- 
iiieut. Among these traitors was 
Histiicus, who slnivcd a slave's bend 
nnd wrote a letter with a rod-hot pin up- 
on it. "When the hair bnd grown ajraiu 
lie Hcut the iimu to a Mend at Jlilotut;, 
advisiin; him to rise against the Per- 
sians. 

The friend went to Sparta trying to 
induce Cionienos, the King, to help in 
the rebellion, but the King's littlo

At the death of PieistratuK, 
bia two sons, llippios and IliiMinvcbns, 
ruled joined, but through some personal 
(lunriel euuKcd a conspinicy. which 
ended with the death of Ilippnrclnis nud 
the iiinin coiispiriiturs. llipijiiis ruled 
for n tew years longer, but ns the peoph* 
etainore*! for freedom nnd tlie return to 
Solon's laws, he lied with bis wife nud 
family to Asin, B C. 510. 

Ilippins ended his lite at the court of 
the King of Persia. 

In Pci-sin King Cyrus wna uoav dead, 
nfter having established a great eiiipin; 
from the I'erslnn Gulf to the shores of 
the Jleililerrniienn, with Bnbylon ns its 
ciipitnl. With the conquering ot Croesus 
nearly nil the Greek colonies in Anln 
Jliuor fell, 

Cnnibyses, the son of Cyrna, was now 
King of Perain, end his nnibition was 
to aprend westward, tn conquer the Isles 
of the Aegean Sea. which witc situated 
lietivi'cii the Wesleni boiindnry of his 
einpiic nud the Greek peninsula. The 
little isle "f Bnnios was the Ijrst to 1'nll 
liy treachery, its King. Polycrntes, being 
iiivited to visit Asin, lint upon Iiih Iniul- 
iiig wns seized nnd crucified. Ciimbyses 
conquered Egypt nt the same time and 
lidded Ihc same Ui his empire, but sliort- 
Iv nfterwnids became insane aud died. 
After a period of unrest Dnriua >,Hcci'cd- 
ed to the Persinn throne, and ma<,i! Siisn 



daiiglitcr entered and crh>d, "Go away, 
father, this .stranger will <Io jon linrni." 
The King took this tor a warning nnd 
declined. 

The Athenians listened more willingly 
nnd pvonilsed to aid tlieir colonial breth- 
ren ill oblniiiiug their freedum. To- 
gether the Athenians, Ephesinns, Miles- 
ians, nnd other louinua nttncked Snrdis 
ill jVsia, and gaiued eutrauce. The town, 
liowever, cniigbt fire nnd wna quickly de- 
stroyed by il, forcing the Greeks to leave 
it. Darius was furious when the report 
of Snrdis' destruction reached hiiu and 
vowed vengeance. Ilistiieiis succeeded 
III persuading the King to scud him to 
(luell the insurrection, lie wns, li()\v- 
ever suspected of treachery, the lunians 
mistrusted hini, and when tlie Porslnng 
filially conquered, he was orucilicd, while 
the fairest cblldrcu of Greece wore car- 
ried off to be slaves in the palace of 
Susn. Darins now had the one nmbitinn 
to riiisc his troops nnd eom^cntnitc his 
forces for an attack upon the cities of 
nr„,.,.o, wliile Hipi>i2£ i!>>dcrtock to chnw 
liiin the way. 

It wns n battle between the east .ind 
the west— the ilespotic ruler of slaves 
and the free citizens of Greece, mistaken 
and iuipertect, lint brave and figliiiug 
for homes and loved ones.
